It is now apparent that President Mc­ 
Kinley ’s efforts in b ehalf of tb e annex a­ 
tion of Hawaii are likely to b e crowned 
with snecess. 
Annex ation is nota party measu re, 
and there are many Repu b licans who 
are not in fav or of it. Bu t the president 
has ample ju stification for his cou rse in 
throwing tb e weight of the administra­ 
tion’s influ ence into tb e scales at the 
time when the fate of tb e treaty was 
tremb ling in the b alança 
This ju stification is fou nd in the com­ 
mand of the Repu b lican national plat­ 
form, adopted at Bt. Lou is, which de­ 
clared “ ou r foreign policy shou ld b e at 
all times firm, v igorou s and dignified 
and all onr relations in tb e western 
hemisphere b e carefu lly watched and 
gu arded. The Hawaiian Islands shonld 
b e controlled b y the United States, and 
no foreign power shou ld b e permitted to 
interfere with them.’’ 
If this were not enou gh to decide the 
president to nsi^ his iu nflence for ratifi­ 
cation of the treaty , additional rea» 'on is 
fou nd in the amb ition of foreign powers 
in the Pacific ocean and the knowledge 
which tb e president has that if we re­ 
fu se to annex Haw'aii tb e day may soon 
come when some other power will at­ 
tempt to take possession of the islands, 
and thu s lead to most awkward and 
po.si-ib ly seriou s wmplicatioiis for tb e 
United States. 
It is now genemlly admitted tb nt the 
treaty will b e ratified as soon as the 
floodgates of discu ssion can b e closed 
and a v ote b e b ad. (Jf cou rse there may 
b e fu rther changes in the situ ation, b u t 
as tb e case stands today the treaty has 
v otes enou gh to satisfy tlie cou stitntiou - 
al req u irement of two-thirds for its rati­ 
fication. 'Ihe fact that nearly a score of 
these v otes are to b e cast b y Democrats 
and silv er senators who are not in sy m­ 
pathy with the administration is strong 
ev idence of the change that is coming 
ov er the American people as to their 
v iew of their proper place in the world’s 
politics. No one can dou b t that there is 
growing u p in this cou ntry a spirit that 
wou ld ab andon the traditional policy of 
isolation so far as the western hemi­ 
sphere is concerned and u rge the natiou 
forward to a lu ll realization of its pos­ 
sib ilities as the great power of the west­ 
ern world. This is the tru e meaning of 
the su ccess of the Hawaiian treaty , 
which now seems assu red. As to the old 
world, the policy of the United States is 
to remain the same. Under the Monroe 
doctrine w’o claim to b e arb iter of the 
destinies of this continent in a b road 
sense, and we are not to shirk the re­ 
sponsib ilities w hich this claim entails 
u pon u s in onr own legitimate field of 
activ ity and influ ence. 
The administration of Clev eland, 
throu gh the geniu s of an Olney , set this 
mark in this direction b y its Venezu elan 
contention against Great Britain. Now 
the McKinley administration is making 
its mu rk with Hawaii. 
Nor is this to 
b e the end of the record. Tb e command 
of tb e Repu b lican national platform as 
to Hawaii was no stronger than that as 
to other phases of ou r foreign relations 
in this hemisphere, “ where ou r fiat is 
sov ereign.’’ That platform declared for 
constru ction of the Nicaragu an canal 
nnder tb e au spices of the United States 
gov ernment, and people who are b ehind 
the scenes of high official life in this cap­ 
ital know that President McKinley in­ 
tends to do all within his power to see 
that great work actu ally b egu n b efore 
ex piration of b is term of office.

Democrats and Republicans are divided 
into factious, and there are no real 
leaders. 
Under ordinary 
circumstances the 
sixth week of the session finds the im­ 
portant legislation well nuder war and 
much of it disposed of. The situation is 
very different at the present time. The 
committees have just begun to discuss 
the bills that involve the great questions 
of statesmanship, and outside of the 
senatorial election there has not been a 
vote in the house or senate of general 
importance. The present week is the 
first one to look like bnsiness. 
The best work of the legislature is 
along the line of taxation to produce the 
necessary revenue to conduct the busi­ 
ness of the Htate. Several bills of this 
character have been introduced aud 
others are in contemplation. The taxa­ 
tion committee of the house has been as 
industrious as any. but it is still behind. J 
The Spellmire bill to repeal the Goodale ; Ho|M* Mm 
excise tax and extend the provisions of 
the Nichols law to quasi-public corpora­ 
tions is the measure of greatest conse­ 
quence thus far presented, and the com­ 
mittee has had two hearings on it, bat 
there will he more 
On the floor, mem­ 
bers have little idea of what will be the 
ultimate policy of the legislature regard­ 
ing taxation. 
The temperence question is another 
matter in which the public is greatly 
interested, and as yet there has not 
been an expression along this line. The 
old Haskell local option bill has been 
again presented, and there are several 
other bills affecting the liquor traffic, 
but they still remain in committee. 
This is a question that legislators avoid 
as much as possible, but it is likely to 
cause a lively fight, and it shonld be 
disposed of one w ayor another. 
Then there are a large number of bills 
affecting labor,and these will be a sharp 
issue, yet only one of material conse­ 
quence has come before the house. The 
senate has had none. 
There are two score of bills creating 
new state offices and intended to im­ 
prove upon the state government, but 
none have been acted upon. 
It is the 
general opinion that not many new of­ 
fices will be created, but these matters 
all take time. 
A powerful effort is being made to 
have county officials placed on salaries, 
and this matter seems to have a fair 
chance for a snccessful issue. 
But the 
Smalley bill, which is the one that is to I 
be pushed, was only introduced last 
week. 
A dozen ripper bills, for the reorgani­ 
zation of the municipal government of 
different cities, have been introduced, 
and these do more to engender strife 
than any other class of legislation. 
Then there is the good road move­ 
ment, the abolishment of capital punish­ 
ment, woman's suffrage, two cent fare 
on railroads, restrictions of street rail­ 
ways and other corporations, protection 
of fish and game, the appropriation 
bills, as well as numerous other matters 
of less value to the state at large. If it, 
is the intention of the legislators not to 
touch these questions, but to simply let 
the bills die in committee, the delay iii 
taking action ,may not prolong the Bes­ 


in to factious and no real leaders of any 
strength 
appeared.

in the Pacific ocean and the knowledge 
which the president has that if we re­ 
fuse to annex Hawaii the day may soon 
come when some other power will at­ 
tempt to take possession of tho islands, 
and thus lead to most awkward and 
possibly serious complications for the 
United States. 
It is now generally admitted that the 
treaty will be ratified as soon as the 
floodgates of discussion can be closed 
aud a vote be had. Of course there may 
be further changes in the situation, but 
as the case stands today tho treaty has 
votes enough to satisfy the constitution­ 
al requirement of two-thirds for its rati­ 
fication. The fact that nearly a score of 
these votes are to be cast by Democrats 
and silver senators who are not in sym- I 
pathy with the administration is strong 
evidence of the change that is coming 
over the American people as to their 
view of their proper place in the world’s 
politics. No one eau doubt that there is 
growing up in this country a spirit that 
would abandon the traditional policy of 
isolation so far as the western hemi­ 
sphere is concerned and urge the nation 
forward to a full realization of its pos­ 
sibilities as the great power of the west­ 
ern world. This is the trne meaning of 
the success of the Hawaiian treaty, 
which now seems assured. As to the old 
world, the policy of the United States is 
to remain the same. Under the Monroe 
doctrine we claim to be arbiter of the 
destinies of this continent in a broad 
sense, and we are not to shirk the re­ 
sponsibilities which this claim entails 
upon us in oar own legitimate field of 
activity uud influence. 
The administration of 
Cleveland, 
through the genius of an Olney, set this 
mark in this direction by its Venezuelan 
contention against Great Britain. Now 
the McKinley administration is making 
its mark with Hawaii. 
Nor is this to 
be the end of the record. The command 
of the Republican national platform as 
to Hawaii was no stronger than that as 
to other phases of our foreign relations 
in this hemisphere, “ where our fiat is 
sovereign.1’ That platform declared for 
cons traction of the Nicaraguan canal 
under the auspices of the United States 
government, and people who are behind 


I the scenes of high official life in this cap­ 
ital know that President McKinley in­ 
tends to do all within his power to see 
that great work actually begun before 
expiration of his term of office. 
It is 
well understood the president will urge 
action upon congress not perhaps at the 
present session, but surely next Decem­

Toth and his companions be allowed to 
go cn w hen a loud sbont from one of 


I the cav alrymen startled the party. 
‘‘Rev olucionario!” yelled the soldier, 
pointing at u dev ice on Mr. Toth’s v est. 
“ Rev olucionario!” chorused the oth­ 
er Boldiers when their eyes saw what 
their comrades meant. 
Mr. Toth for a 
few Kecouds was at a loss to comprehend 
the meaning of the cries, but as he 
glanced tov ard his coat be saw that the 
badge of the Park City club was the 
cause of the trouble. 
The burgee of the club closely resem- 
ble.s the small colors of the Cuban in­ 
surgents. The arrangement of the colors 
is only a trifle different, the most easily 
i 
detected difference being the absence of | 
the silv er star which the Cuban flag i ho« * 
bears ou a small triangular field of blue. 
The courteous demeanor of the cav alry 
officer at once underwent a transfurma- 
tion. 
He roughly seized Mr. Toth by 
the shoulders and informed him in 
fc’pauish that he was under arrest The 
officer directed his soldiers to form 
around the carriage, four ou each side, 
and with this escort the party failed to 
enjoy the driv e back in the direction of 
the city. 
Their spirits fell sev eral de­ 
grees when they reached the city and 
found that their destination was Morro 
castle. 
It was 8 o’ckx!k in the ev ening when 
Mr. Toth and bis companions were con­ 
ducted into the castle. 
All three were 
placed in a large room with high walls 
and ceiling. Au armed guard paced the 
corridor outside their door. 
A messen­ 
ger from General Farrado, acting gov ­ 
ernor of the island during General 
Blanco’s absence from Hav ana, called 
ou the three prisoners at 7 o’clock the 
next moniiug. He examined them mi­ 
nutely and seemed satisfied with their 
answers, bnt was still suspicious of the 
yacht club emblem. 
When they were 
locked up, a wallet in an inside pocket 
was left to Mr. Toth. In the wallet was 
bis receipt for the dues be paid to the 
yacht club ou J an. 1. The stationery of 
the club is stumped with its ensign, and 
Mr. Toth lost no time in producing the 
receipt as ev idence of the truth of his 
explanation of the wearing of the badge, 
i A clerk was sent for, and when he 
translated the receipt into Spanish Gen­ 
eral Farrado’s representativ e ordered 
the release of the men, but was careful 
to wrap up the suspicious burgee and 
place it in one of his pockets for safe 
keeping. 
Speaking of the feeling in Hav ana, 
Mr. Toth says: 
“ The feeling of the Spaniards against 
the United States and its people is 
shown ev erywhere in Hav ana. 1 attend­ 
ed the big bullfight at which Mazzanti, 
the star fighter from Madrid, appeared. 
Au instance of the anti-American feel­ 
ing was witnessed there. 
Mazzauti fin­ 
ished his first bull with one thrust of 
his sword. 
As the point of the blade 
struck the animal's heart it sank to its 
knees and died without a struggle. 
As 
the bull rolled ov er the j^ p le began to 
shout: ‘That’s au American bull. 
He 
dies without a struggle.’ The next bull 
wan a figliter, and the man who dis­ 
patched iiim was obliged to ply his 
sv v ord six tinies and jump around for 
his life. Unly when he drov e the point 
of his .sw’ord into the bull’s brain from 
behind the horns did the animal drop. 
‘That’s a Spanish hull. A Spanish bull 
fights to tlie death,’ yelled the crowd. 
“ The officer» of the Maine were at 
this fight, but my Spauish speaking 
coinpanioii told me it was well that 
they wore only the conv entional straw 
hats and white duck clothing, for if 
they bad appeared in their onifomis 
there w'ould hav e been trouble when the 
feeling occasioned by the shouts was 
running high 
There was a German 
schoolship in the bariKir while I was 
there, and the members of her crew 
spent a great deal of their time 
o n 
shore, wbue thev were royally treated. 


They prnctically had the freedom of the 
city, and they were bailed as friends 
ev erywhere.” —New York i^uu.

The courteous demeanor of the cavalry 
officer at once underwent a transforma­ 
tion.

; officer directed his soldiers to form 
around tho carriage, four on each side, 
and w ith this escort the party failed to

Their spirits fell several de­ 
grees when they reached the city aud 
found that their destination w as Morro 
castle. 
It was 8 o ’clock in the evening when 
Mr. Toth aud his companions were con­ 
ducted into the castle. 
A ll three were

and ceiling. An armed guard paced the 
corridor outside their door. 
A m essen­ 
ger from General Parrudo, acting gov­ 
ernor of the island during General 
Blanco’s absence from Havana, called 
on the three prisoners at 7 o ’clock the 
next morning. 
He examined them m i­ 
nutely and seemed satisfied w ith their 
answers, but was still suspicious of the 
yacht club emblem. 
When they were 
locked up, a w allet in an inside pocket 
was left to Mr. Toth. In the w allet was 
bis receipt for the dues he paid to the 
yacht club on Jan. I. The stationery of 
the club is stamped w ith its ensign, and 
Mr. Toth lost no tim e in producing the 
receipt as evidence of the truth of his 
explauatiou of the wearing of the badge. 
A clerk was sent for, aud when he 
translated the receipt into Spanish Gen­ 
eral Parrado’s representative ordered 
the release of the men, but was careful 
to wrap up the suspicious burgee and 
place it in one of his pockets for safe 
keeping. 
Speaking of the feeling in Havana, 
Mr. Toth says: 
"The feeling of the Spaniards against 
the United States and its people is 
shown everywhere in Havana. I attend­ 
ed the big bullfight at which Ma/.zauti, 
tho star tighter from Madrid, appeared. 
Au instance of Die anti American feel­ 
ing was witnessed there. 
Mazzanti fin­ 
ished his first bull with one thrust of 
his sword. 
As the point of the blade 
struck the anim al’s heart it sank to its 
knees and died without a struggle.

the bull rolled over the people began to 
ifiioufc: ‘T hat’s an American bull.
